mother, for five generations ; the badge they wear is a 
ftar of eight points -, on the ccnterj is enamelled the 
image of St. George on horfeback (laying a dragon ;

white. This is gcperally worn pendent to a broad

THIS Order was firft mftitutcd by the Duke of 

■Wtnemburgh iff the year 1652, and both fexes were 
Equally admitted of it ; but> having foOn falten into' 
difufe, it Was revived in' the year i 709, by Lo'uife EU- 
tabeth, widow of Philip Duke of Saxe Merfturg, and 
daugHttfr of the original founder. By the fiatutes of it 
i Princefs of the Houfe of Wirtemb'urgh alone can be 
Sovereign of it, and liohe but worfien can be receiveti 
into it ; virtue and merit jirc the only neceffary ^oali- 
^cations (birch and fortune not being attended to) 
for it. Gaming, theatrical amiifements, and luxuries 
6f alt kinds; are prohibited, and punllhed by a Bne, 
*fhreh on^Good Fridays is diftributed to the poor. The 
fi 4 ' Ladies 
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ladies who conipofe this Order arc obliged to appear 
once a year before their Sovereign, apd to produce a 
manufcrtpt, containing their retnafks on the lives and 
deaths of their predeceflbrs of the Order, and thefc 
compofliions are lodged in the archives, which are un< 
der the direction of a gentleman, who wears the badge 
of the Order, and "is ftylcd Tfeafurer, Truftee, and 
DireAor of the Order of Death's head. The badge of 
this Order is ,a Death's head, enamelled white, fur. ' 
mounted with a crofs pdttce black; above the crol^ 
pattee another crofs compofed of five large jewels, by 
which it hangs to a black ribbon edged with white, 
and on the ribbon thefe words, memento mart, worn at 
the breaft.

The badge which 
they wore (embroidered in filver, on the left fide of 
their Ihort fitlc mantle) was the %ure of a man, ha- 
bited like a fool, id a {hart waiftcoat, a cowl of red 
■gnd yellow patchwork, with morrjce- bells of gold, 
yellow fiockings and black flioes, holding in' his 
Jiand a bowl filled with fruit.

THE pfefent King of Spain being King of Naples 
and Sicily, before his acceflion to the Spanilh diranej 
inftituted this Order in July 1738. By the ftatutes of 
it; the number of Kntghts is limited to thirty, and the 
inftitutor is to continue Sovereign during his life, and 
after him that office is to be poflefled by the Kings of 
Naples} all upon whom it is conferred muft prove the 
troblUiy of their defcenc for four centuries, and they 
are addreft by the title of Excellency t they wear the 
badge of the Order pendent to a broad fcartec ribbon 
tvom faJh-wife, and a geld flar of eight points with 
Fleurs-de-Lis at the angles embrr-dcrcd on their outer 
garment f on the left fide> on days of ceremony, they 
mat it pendent to a collar compofed of caftles, banners, 
5 mitres,.

RENE of Anjou, brother and heir to Louis the 
Third, King of Naples, inftituted this order in the 
year 1464, at the city of Angiers in France. The 
Sovereignty of the Order he fettled upon himfelf and 
his heirs or fuccelTors to the kingdoms of Naples and 
Sicily. The en6gn of the Order was a golden orefcent, 
on which the letters L, Z. were enamelled in red, 
by which was meant to be implied Z-, Oz en croijantf 
that is, *' Praife by increafing." To this crefcent Were 
joined as many tags of gold, enamelled with red, as 
the Knight that wore it had been prefent at battles, 
$pges ,.pf towns, joufls, tournaments, and &ch lilce 
'^-V&CtV D feats 
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feats of gallantry or valour. The collat of the Order 
was compored of three gold chuns, as is reprefented on 
the annex&d plate. The number of Knig^ of it 
was limited to thirty-fix, iocludrng the Sovereign. 
This, like many other Orders instituted in the fame 
age with it, furvived the founder but a few yean ; for 
the houfe of Anjou, having never had quiet poflefiion 
of the Edngdoms of Naples atid StcUy, from which they 
were expelled, as faft as they came in, die Order which 
they founded and patronized could not receive from 
them fuch fupport as would render it refpe&able, or 
an obje& worthy of the acceptance of men of confe- 
quence or merit.

Their habit was a 
white garment ; and their grand feaft was held in the 
convent of the Church, built by St. Nicholas, Bilhop of 
Smyrna.

IN Ac year 1463, Ferdinand I. Ring of Naples, hav- 
ing ended the war which he had againft John of Lorain 
Duke of Calabria ; his brother in law Marinus-Marcia- 
nus, Duke of Sefla and Prince of RoGano, had raifed a 
-confederacy, and intended to kill him when they were 
together, by which .means the Kingdom might be 
transferred to the Duke of Calabria ; but this plot be- 
ing difcovered, and the Duke apprehended, inftead of 
executing him, the King elcAcdhim one of this Order, 
an^ alfo admitted all the nobles of his Kingdom. 

The collar was of gold, intermixed with mud, to 
which bung an Ermine, with this motto, Mah mm 
quam/cedari.

HOLY SEPULCHRE IN JERUSALEM. 



THIS Order, according to Favin, was inftituttd bjr 
Baldwin L King of Jerufalem, who made the regular 
canons (which then refided in a convent adjoining to 
the H0I7 Sepulchre) Knights of die iiud Order ; thejr 
were to guard the Holy Sepulchre, to relieve and pro- 
tect pilgrims. The Patriarch of Jenilalem was ^pointed 
their Great MaAer, withpowerforcooferringtheOider, 
smd receiving the vow made by the Knights, which . 
was of chaftity, poverty, and obedience. Their habit 
w, vvhite> and on thnr breaft a gold crofs potent, 
cantoned with four ctof&s of the fame witl}OU{ enamel, 
pendent to a black ribbon.

, CERTAIN Chriftain merchants of Malfi, in the 
kingdom of Naples, who traded to Palefline, obtained 
leave from the Caliph of Egypt to dwell near the 
Holy Sepulchre of ChrUt, and to ere£t a froall houfe 
for the inteitabment bf themfelves and pilgrims, qamed . 
it the Hofpital of Chriftians, with a fmall oratory, dedi- 
cated to the Virgin Mary. Their number tncreafing, 
. they built another houfe for women, and dedicated it 
7 ^ 
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to St. Mary Magdaleo. Their number increafingf ' they 
built a more convement houfe, the others being too 
JmalU and dedicated it to St. John Baptift. They cn- 
tertakied all pilgrims that cane for devgtion/Vd ^red 
the deceafed amongft them. They became eminent 
for that devotion, charity, and hofpitality. St. John 
Baptift being their patron, they were called Brethren 
Hofpitallei-s of St. John Baptift of Jcrufalem, to diftin- 
guifti them from .die Kn^bts. of -^e ifofy Sepukhre ; 
tbey nx)k the black habit of the Hermites of St. Au- - 
guftin, and <m the left fide of the hte^, tbey wore s 
crofs of white cloth, with e^bf points. In war they wore 
crimfon, with a white crofs, but in their monafieries 
and on the day of their profeflion the black garment 
only ; this 4]cdCT iQCreafed.fti weaUfa after ^h^ fuppref- 
fi^on of the Templars, moft of whofe lands were given 
to them ; they had in feverat parts of Chriftendom 
ftOOQO manors; in ^glAd-theLard{*rior of the Order 
was accounted the prime baron in the realm. 
■ Their fiift -Great Mafter Wfs Gerard de Sainft Didier, 
by whom they were founded ■, the laft fnafttfr UbaP4i«tt

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After the lofs of the We of Rhodes, they removed 
to the Ifland of Malta, which with Tripoli and Gaza 
were granted to them in fee hy the Emperor Charles 
V. A. IX 1530, under the tender of one falcon 
yearly to the Viceroy of Sicily, and to acknowledge 
the King of Spain and Sicily for their prote&ors. In 
this'lfle they continue a bulwark to thofe parts, and 
from this their fetdement, arc called Knights of Malta. 

In May 1563, ftcy were befieged by Solyman, with 
a navy of 160 gatlies full of Turkiih foldiers, and 100 
vcffels with provifions. The fiege was fuftained for 
four months by the bravery of the Knights, and the 
conduct of their Great Matter John de Velete, fo that 
the Turks were obliged to raife the fiege, and leave 3000 
of their men behind, and moft part of their artillefy, 
on the, 8th of September in the fame year. Upon which 
day annually is a procctSon at Malta, in memory of 
their deliverance. 

Thefe Knights are in number i qoc ; 500 are to'refide 
in the Illand of Malta, the remainder are difperfed at 
their feminaries in Spain, Germany, Italy and France, 
and at any fummons are to make their perlbnal appear- 
ance. A feminary they had in England till the fup- 
prcffion of it by King Henry VIII. ; yet they appoinf 
one to whom they give the title of Grand Prior of Eng- 
land. Out of the following nations they choofe their- 
gtand officers, viz. Provence, the great Prior ; Auvergne, 
the Marfhal of the Order ; Italy, the Admiral of the 
'Order; Arragon, the Confervator of the Order; Eng- 
land, they ufed to appoint the Great Colonel of the 

Vol. II. E Cavalry; 
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Cavalry i Germany, the High Bailiff of the Order; Caf- 
tile, the High Chancellor of the Order. 

None are admitted into this Order, but fuch as can 
prove their gentility for fix defcents : they fwear to.de- 
fend the Church, to obey their fuperiors, and to live 
upon the revenues of their Order only. There are fixteen 
called the Great Crofles, out of whom the officers of 
their Order, as the Marftial, Admiral, Chancellor, &c. 
are cholen, who, together with the Mafter, punifli fuch 
as are convinfted of any crime. 

When the Great Matter dies, they fuffer no veffel to 
go out of the Ifland till another is choftn, left the Pope 
ftould interfere in their cleftion, which is as follows : 
the feveral feminaries name two Knights each, allow- 
ing alfo two for the Englifli ; and thpfe fixteen from 
among themfelves choofe eight; thofe eight choofe 3 
Knight, a Prieft, and a Friar fervant ; and they three, 
out of the fixteen Great Croffes, elc& the Great Mafter, 
who, being chofen, is ftyied, fbe moft Ulujlrioui and 
msji reverend Prifjce, the Lord Friar N. N. Great Mafter 
eftbe bofpital of St, John of Jerufaknif Prince ej MaM<\ 
and Gaza* 

The badge of the Order is a gold crofs of eight 
points, enamelled white, pendent to a black watered 
ribbon, worn at the breaft. See plate 47. 

N. B. This Order being cpmpofed of perfons.of dif-, 
ferent countries, the badge is decorated fo as to diftin- 
guifli the country of the bearer, viz. Germany, byanlm- 
perial Crown and Eagle ; France, the Crown and Fleurs- 
de-Lis ; &c. which information was received from a 
Knight of this Order. 

7 PALES- 
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THIS Order wai inftituted upon a mofi charitable 
account, viz. to cure perfons infeded widi the leprofy 
(which was a difeafe frequent id tfae Eafi) : they had 
affigne^ to them a famous hofpiul in Jerufalem, called 
St. Lazarus, for the reception of lepers. Through the 
.incurfion of the Saracens, this Order was atmoft extin<fi, 
till the Latin Princes joined together in a holy league, 
to expel the Saracens out of the Holy Land : thefe relU 
gious men entered into martial difcipline, and performed 
great fervice, infomuch that they gained fame and 
efteem of Baldwin II. king of Jerufalcm, io whofe 
E 2 time 
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time they flouriflieJ under the government of a Great 
Mafter. 

In 1150 they made their vows of obedience, poverty, 
and chaftity,' before WilliSfn Patriarch of Jerufilem, 
and fubmitted themfelves to the Order of St. Bcnedi4ft. 

Before they entered into the Order, they were to 
prove themfelves born -in-wedloek,-ofChriftian parents, 
gentlemen by the father's and mother's fide : alfo to be 
of an unblemllhed charad^cr. By a bull fent from Pope 
Innocent the VHIth, in 1^90, thSey were to be joined 
with all their pofTeffionsin France toihe Knights of the 
Rhodes; but the bull iflucd for that purpofe was not 
received in France. In 1572 Pope Gregory XIL 
united thofe of the Order in Italy with that of St. 
Maurice, then newly inftituted by Emanuel Philaberr, 
Duke of Savoy ; and in 1 608 this Order was united in 
France to that ofourLadyof Mount Carmel, which 
had been inftituted by Henry IV. The Knights of St. 
Lazarus and thofe of Mount Carmelarc allowed to 
marry, and at the fame time to poflefs penfions charged 
upon eccleiiaftical livings. The badge of the Order 
was a green crofsj like that of Malta, made of gold.

KNIGHTS TEMPLARS. 



IN the year 1 1 19, Hugh de Paganes and Godfrey 
de St. Amor, with fevcn gentlemen, out of devotion 
went to the Holy Land, where, they determined to ereft 
and enter into a brotherhood ; and being at Jerufalem 
they confulted what they fliould do, that might be. a 
fcrvice acceptable to God ; and being informed, that in 
the town of Zaff there refided many thieves that ufed 
to rob the pilgrims that refoited to the Holy Sepulchre, 
ihey TcfoWed to make the paflage more free by dif- 
perfing thcfe robbers ; and for the encouragement of 
thefe gentlemen in fo good an undertaking, the King 
^gned them lodgings in his palace adjoining to Solo- 
E 3 , men's 
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mop's Temple, from which place they were called . 
Knights Templars. 

King Baldwin the Second, 3d King of Jcrufalem, 
and Guarimond the Patriarch, finding their zGt'ions 
fuccefsful, furnilhed them with neceflary provifions : 
and though their charitable fcrvice made them accep- 
table unto all, yet for the firfi nine years they were in 
fo great diftrefs, that they were forced to take the cha- 
rity of well-difpofed people ; there refortcd unto them 
many Chriflians, fo that their number was much in- 
creafed. When at war, their banner was half white, 
the other black, fignifying white and fair to Chriftians, 
but black and terrible to their enemies. Pope Hoiio- 
rius, at the requeft of Stephen Patriarch of Jerufalcm, 
prefcribed unto them an Order of life, whereby they 
were to wear a white garmenr, to which Pope Eugenius 
added a red crofs. They made their vows, in the prc- 
' fence of the before mentioned Patriarch, of obedience, 
poverty, and chaftity, and to live under the rule of re- 
gular fanons of St. Auguftme. 

The Knights Templars (according tq Dugdale) wore 
linnen coifs (like the Serjeants at Law) and red cap^ 
clofe over them ; on their bodies fhirts of mail, and 
fword^ girded on with a broad belt; over all they had 
a white cloak reaching to the ground, with a crofs oA 
their left Ihoulder j they ufed to wear their beards of 
{^ great length, whereas moft other Orders ftaved. 

The Templars being numerous and famous for theitr 
enterprizes, not only for fecuring the paffages, but for 
fighuog bpth by fea 9nd land agajnft the InSdeU, they 

became. 
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became highly favoured of the Chriftian Princes, who 
afligned to them great revenues to be fpent in God's 
fcrvice. In procefs of time they became exceeding" 
wealthy and powerful, fo that they grew proud, and 
withdrew themfelves from the obedience of the Pa- 
triarch of Jerufalem, and joined with the Pope. But 
in the end they found not the favour from Hie Pope as 
they expected; for by him, or through his confcnt,' 
upon feme infamous crimes charged againft ihcm, their 
lands and pofleffions were feized upon, and ochcnvife 
difpofed of, their Order fuppreffed, and ihcy them- 
felves imprifoned, condemned, ard cruelly executed. 
According to the opinions of many authors, tliey were 
unjuftly accufcd by fubornation of witnefles, merely 
to gain their revenues, which, according to Dr. HeyHn, 
were ezceeduig great, having no lefs than fixtcen thou- 
fand Lordlhips in Europe. 

The firft fettling of this Order in England (according 
to Dugdale) was in Holbom in London ; but their 
chief refidence in'the reign of King Henry II. was the 
Temple in Fleet-ftreet, which was crcdcd by them, 
and the Church (built after the form of the Temple 
at Jerufalem) dedicated to God and our blefled Lady, 
by Heraclius, Patriarch of Jerufalem, in the year 1 185, 

Op Wednefday after.the Feaft of the Epiphany in the 
year 1307, the firft of Edward II. by the King's fpecial 
command, and a bull from the Pope, the Knights Tem- 
plars were generally through England laid hold on 
and call into prtfon ; and in a general council held at 
London, being conviftcd of various impieties, all their 
pofleffions were feized into the King's hands.

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This Order was condemned in a general Council at 
Vienna under Pope Clement V. anno 1311, 4th of 
Edward II ; and by a general decree of the before 
mentioned Clement, in the 7th year of his Papacy, they 
were annexed and incorporated to the Knights Hofpi- 
talars. The badge of the Order was a Patriarchal 
crofs, enamelled red, and edged with gold, worn at

KNIGHTS HOS PI TALARS. 



WHEN the Holy JLand began tagrow famous by ' 
the expeditions of Chriftian Princes, this Order of the 
Hofpitalars h^d its beginning, or rather reftpratioq* 
by Girardus ; for the original is attributed to Johannes 
Hircanus Machabeus, or John, Patriarch of Alexan- 
dria, who, for .his liberality to the poor, was furnamed 
Eleemofyna'rius. Thefe Knights having their chief feat 
at firft in the Hofpital of St. John Baptift at Jerufal«n], 
which was re-edified by the fame Girard, took that 
Saint for their Patron, but their rule from Pope Ge* 
lafius II. ; and Hqnorius 11. affigned them a blacfc 
mantle, with a white crofs. RaiiQutidus de fodls, the 

firft 
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firft dialler, dcvifed the Statutes of their Order, and inti- 
tles himfelf Servus pauperum Cbrifti, iif Hefpitalis hiero- 
fehlHitatii OijiodeM. The profcffion of the Khtghts 
was, a religious vow, to entertain pilgrims conning to 
the Holy Land, and to defend them in thejr journey 
from robbers ; .in which iervice they had great affiftance 
from many Chriftian Princes. After the lofs of all in Pa- 
leftine, they obtained the Iflc of Rhodes for their feat \ 
but that alfo, after fuBdry affaulti, being won by the 
Turks, they had an allignation of the lile of Malta by 
the Emperor Charles V. and fope Clement the Vllth, 
■where they (till continue, and are now termed Knighrs 
of Malta. In the year [Iod Jordan Brifet, a rich and 
religious man, built them a houfe near Weft SmithBeld', 
called St. John of Jerufalem, and from their great 
ailftcrity of living obtained Vaft poffeffions in England 
before what belonged to the Templars was fettled upon 
them. In Warwickfliire they had lands In Grafton, , 
CKefterton, Ptefton, Bagor, Whitmaflij Neivbold, 
Facie, Bilney, Ri&Hi, Dunfmore, Halford, Anftic 
9xA oOwr pkces, by the gift of fundry perfons.

TEUTONICK OR D E R. 



THIS Order owes iM origin to the piety of a Ger* 
man and hU wife, viho, in the time of the Holy-war, 
lived in Jerufalem, and built there an bofpital for the 
reception and maintenstnce of fuch pilgrinu as were 
their ccmnttymen i and to which hofpital they after- 
wards, by pcrmiffion of the Patriarch of Jerufolem, 
added an oratory, dedicated to the Holy Virgin. Soon 
after, feverat German gentletnen contributed towards 
the enlargement (^ this charity, and in 1191 were 
joined by feveral others, who came from Bremen and 
Xubeck; whereupon they, at their joint cxpence, 
creded a moft fumptuous hofpital at Acre, and affumed 
the title of Teutonic Kti^bts, or j^cthren of the hofpital 
of «ir Lady of the Germans */ JtrHJalem. Thcfc 
Knights wore a white mantle, and had for their badge, 

which 
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which they wore at their breaft, a crofs potent Sable, 
charged ' with another crofs double potent , Or, fur- 
charged with an efcutcheon of the Empire, the prin- 
cipal crofs furmounted by a chief Azure feme of 
France. See plate 49^ N** i. The original badge which 
was afligned by the Emperor Henry VI, was a crefi 
potent black. John King of Jerufalem, added there, 
unto the cro/s double potent Gold i the Emperor Fre- 
derick II. gave them the imperial Eagle : and St. 
Lewis augmented the badge withy^m/ ef Fleurs-de-lis ^ 
en a chief blue. Conrad Duke of Suabia invited the 
Teutonic brethren into Pruffia about the year 1230, 
and made over to them the property of the territory 
of Culm. Soon after, they grew very powerful, con- 
quered Pruflia, built the towns of Elbing, Marlen- 
burgh, Thorn, ' Dantzic, and Konifberg, and at 
length fubdued Livonia. This profperi^ was not, how- 
ever, of long duration; for the Order divided againfl 
itfclf, and the Kings of Poland were benefited by their 

, diflenfion ; Pruffia revolted, and Cafimir IV. received 
the homage of the Knights. At length, Albert Mar- 
quis of Brandenburgh, Grand Maftcr of the Order, 

' abjured the Roman-Catholic Religion, abdicated the 
dignity of Grand Matter, fubdued Pruffia, and ex- 
pelled fuch of the Knights as refufed to follow his ex- 
ample : thofe retired to Mariendal in Franqonia. It 
was one of the moft powerful Orders in Europe ; but at 
prefent is divided into two branches ; the firft for 
Roman Catholics, who take the oath of celibacy, and 
have a Houfe at Mergenheim ip Germany, wherein to 
iranfafl: their affairs. The enfign worn by this branch 
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is, a erofs fatence black, thereon a crofi Fleury Goid, ever 
all on the centre an efcutcbeon Gold, charged with the im- 
fer'ial eagle black. See Plate 49^ N" 2. This enflgn is 
worn round the neck, pendent to a gold chain. 

The fecond branch is for Proteftants : they have a 
houfe at Utrecht, wherein to tranfaft their bu6nefs, and 
in which the Secretary refidcs. The method of admilHon 
into this branch beii^ fomewhae fmgular, wc Ihall 
here mention it. The Nobles of Holland, iftheypro- 
pofe a fon to be a Knight, go to Utrecht, and enter 
his name in the Regiftcr, and pay a large fum of money 
to the ufe of the poor maintained by the Order ; and 
the perfon whofe name is entered fucceeds in rotation. 

When a Knight dies, he that is firft on the lift is 
fummoned to attend the chapter, and bring with him 
proof of his Nobility for four generations both on the 
father's and mother's lide ; if not, he is Aruck out of 
the lift. 

The Enfign of this branch is a crofs patt^e, enamelled 
white, furmounted with another black; above the crofs, 
is a ball twifted white and black. Sec plat; 49, N * 3. It 
, is worn pendent to a broad black watered ribbon, which 
is worn about the neck. The fame crofs is embroidered 
on the left brcaft of the upper garp:ient of cacif Knight.

THIS Orclcr was EccUfiaAlcal as well as MiliUry. 
It took place foon after that of the Knights Templars.

When the Knights of this Order afTembled in chapter, 
or fee out on any military expedicioni they wore on 
their breaft the fame badge embroidered on a white 
b^ltit : fee plate 50.

ST. ANTHONY IN ETHIOPIA. 

JOHN Emperor of Ethiopia (vulgarly called 
Prcftor John), in the year 370, ercfted mto. a. religious 
Order of Knighthood certain Monks, who lived an auf- 
terc life in the defert, after the example of St. Anthony. 
He granted thefe Knights many privileges and reve- 
nues. They received the ' rule of St. Balil, wore a 
bkck garment, and for their eniign a blue crofs edged 
with gold in form of the letter T; fee plate 50. Their 
chteffeatwasintheiileofMerfe, where the Abbots both 
fpiritual and temporal rclided. In other parts of Ethiopia 
they bad many monafteries and convents, with about 
two millions yearly revenue. 

Thefe Knights vow to defend the Chriftian relig'on ; 
to yield obedience to their fiiperiors, obferve conjugal 
chafttty ; not to matry or receive any other Hojy Orders 
without licence firQ obtained from the Abbot; they 
are to guard the confines of the Empire ; and to go to 
war when and where they are commanded. 

VoL.ir. F * The 
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The ancient monaftery of St. Anthony Is fituated in 
the dcferts of Thebais, near ibme mountains where that 
famed hermit lived and died. This edifice is iurrounded 
with an oval wall, about five hundred paces in cir- 
' cumference,, and near forty feet high, to keep out the 
plundering Arabs. The pilgrims and other vifitors 
are drawn up into it by a rope let down from a kind 
of watch-houfe on the top of a wall, and a crane turned 
by the Monks within the inclofure. The cells of this' 
monailery, which amounted formerly to more than 
three hundred, are now reduced to about forty, the 
rejl being a heap of ruins. Thefe cells are more like 
fepulchral vaults than chambers, being "rnoft of them 
not above four feet high, five wide, and feven in length. 
■Befides thefe ceils, they have a common hall, a kitchin, 
and a ftrong tower, where they keep their provifions, 
"of which they commonly lay up a flnck fuffifcient for 
two years. The door that leads into it is plated with 
iron, and is entered by means of a draw-bridge from 
a lower tower over agaiiift if; and hither the Monks 
retire when they arc clofely befiegcd by the' Arabs. 
But the greateil: curiofity of the place is a ftibterrkneous 
paflage about fifty paces long, which leads to a rock 
■ without the walls, from whence iffoes a ftream <tf es- 
cellent waCCTyfitfficient for all the ufej of the monaf- ' 
tery, and fervmg to water their Ihtle garden, which Is 
ffored with variety of herbs and fruits. The beds of 
the Monks 'are (heep-fltitis ' fpread upon rittts, and a 
bundle of riifhes ferves them for a pillow. Their drink 
is wsitcV, and their food is chiefly the produft of their 
garden.

ST. JOHN OF ACRE. 



Thefe Knights refided in the city of Acrr, where they 
performed afts of charity to pilgrims that travelled to 
the Holy Land. They exercifed arms in imitation of 
the Knights Hofpitallars. They followed the rule of 
St. Auguftine, and wore a black garment, whereon was 
a white crofs patt&. 

After the city of Acre was taken, they removed into 
Spain, where they flouriflied receiving great favour 
from Alphonfus the Aftrologcr, King of Caftilc ; but 
after his death they decayed, and were united to the 
Knights Hofpitallars.

ST. KATHARINE at MOUNT SINAI. 

This Order was inftituted in 1063, to guard and 
defend the Sepulchre of St. Katharine their patron 
(who had fufFered martyrdom in Alexandria under the 
Emperor Maximinus), whofe body is faid to be buried 
in Mount Sinai, near to which place a monaftery was 
eredied and dedicated to her name. They protected 
travellers who came for devotitMi, and to entertain them 
during their abode. 

Thefe Knights were made upon her tomb in the 
fame manner as thofe of the Holy Sepulchre. They 
lived. under the rule of St. Balil the Great, vowed obe- 
dience to the Abbot of the Monaftery, their garment 
was white, and on the left fide, a Katharine wheel in- 
f 3 terlaced 
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terlaced with the crofs of Jerufalem : the wheel is pierced 
with fix fpokes Red, ending in fhaip points, nailed 
white, the wheel is termed from St. Katharine, whb had 
tier limbs broken by its iron point ; fee plate 23, When 
the Turks became mafters of thefe parts, this Order 
fuffered much; oocwitliftaadiiiigribme. remains of the. 
Order yet continue.

THIS Order was inftituted in 1107, by Agnas 
Abbefs of the Hofpital of St. Mary Magdalen, who 
with her Companions made profeflTion of the fame rule, 
took the habit, and bound themfelves to obferve the 
fame vows, as Gerard de Didier had done in 1099.

THIS Order was inftituted on St. Mary Magdalen's 
day I 535, by Charles V. Emperor of Germany and 
King of Spain, after he hadreftored MulIealTus King of 
Tunis to his kingdom, to reward thofe comrtiandera 
who had behaved themfelves well in the victory. It 
was the day wherein he made his pompous entry into 
Tunis, when dre0ed in the coat he ufually wore in bat-! 
tie, whereon was embroidered a Burgundian crofs, 
which crofs he made the badje, and added a fteel 
ftriking fparks of fire out of a flint, with this infcrip- 
tion, Barbaria ; end, for a more ornamental decoration, 
gave a collar of gold, whereat hung this badge.

WHITE EAGLE. 



THIS Order was firft inftituted in the year 1335, 
by Uladillaus V. but having foon fallen into diiufe, it 
lay in oblivion until the year 1705, when Auguftus 
Eleftor of Saxony and King of Poland revived it, in or- 
der to ufe as an inftniment to attach to his own intereft 
and perfon feveral of the Polifli nobility, who he 
feared were inclined to StaniJIaus his competitor. At 
its revival it was highly efieemed, and was conferred on 
the Czar Peter the Great and Grand Duke of Riiffia. 
The Knights of this Order commonly wear the badge

IN the year ii86j Mainard firfi preached Chrlf- 
tianity to the Livonians, and ^reAed the biihoprick of 
Riga i but his fucceflbrs meeting with many diSicuJ- ^ 
ties in the year 1200, Albert then bifliop o( Ltvonja 
inftituted this Order in imitation of the Teutonick 
KnightSf with delign to extirpate idolatry, and pro* 
mote the gofpel. He prefcribed to thefe Knighb the 
Ciftercian rule and habit, viz. a long white mantle and

THIS Militaiy Order was inftituted in the j-eir 
1317 ^y Dkxiyfius of Portugal, in order to engage 
the nobility to affifl him the more powerfully againft the 
Moors. It obtained great pc^eHiocs, and continued to 
be governed by a Graad Mafler eledxd by the Knights 
until 1522, when Pope Adrian VI. conferred that office 
on John III, and his fucceflbrs to the crown of Portugal. 
This Order is now under the fame regulations and en> 
joys the fame privil^s as the Order of Calatrava does 
in Spain. By the fiatutes the Knights of this Order 
fliould prove the nobility of their defcent for four gc- 
aefatioDs, but it often happens that very mean perfons

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get this honor without exhibiting any proofs of ttiii 
kind.

EMMANUEL Philibert Duke of Savoy inftituted 
the Ordcf of St. Lazarus, and the fame year 1572 re- 
vived the obfolcte Order of St. Maurice, which he 
united to it, and had confirmed by the Pope, on condi- 
tion of his maintaining two galUes againft the Turks. 
The badge of the Order is a crofs pomette^ white, upon a 
crofs of eight points Green (being the refpedivc badges 
of the two Orders before they were united), and is 
worn pendent to a green ribbon.

SWORD IN CYPRUS. 



THE King of Sardinia taking the titje of King 
of Cyprus, it appeared reafonable to put this Order, 
now many ages extlnd, in the fame clafs with thofe of 
his dominions, more efpecially as the -feat of it is no 
longer in the poffeflion of a Chriftian Prince. This 
Order was inftituted by Guy De Lufignan, about the 
end of the twelfth century, foon after he had acquired 
the kingdom of Cyprus by purchafe from our Richard 
■ the Firfl. This Order was on its inlftitution conferred 
on three hundred Barons, who were then created: ic 
continued to flourifh until it became extinft, on the 
Turks conquering the ifland of Cyprus. The collar 
of it was compofed of round cordons of white filk woven

to the collar was pendent a gold medallion, whereon 
was enamelled a fword white, and the hilt Gold, encircled 
with this motto, Securitas Rtigw, For the badge and 
collar, fee plate 67.

THIS Order was inftituted at Bruges, in tlaftdets,. 
the loth of January, 14.29 [the day of his marriage 
with his third wife Ifabella df Portugal], by Philip 
I>uke of Burgundy. The occafion of its inftitution 
is a fubjed of controverfy among antiquaries i but 
it appears moll probable, that, having determined 
to inftitute an Order of Knighthood, he chofe for the 
badge of It the material of the ftaple manufaftories of 
liis country, which was the Fleece j and this emblem 
might have been the more agreeable to him from ths 
figure it made in the heroic ages of the world, when 
M. a the 
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the Argonautic expedition was undertaken for it. Hoff* 
ever this may be, it at firft confifted of thirty Knights, 
including the'Sovereign, who were of the firft fanrilies 
in the Low Countries; and though it has undergone 
fome changes fince its foundation, it has ever been 
ranked among the moft illuftrious and diftinguilbed 
Orders of Kni hthod in Europe. 

At prefent there are two different branches of this 
Order ; of the one of which the Emperor is Sovereign ; 
and the King of Spain of the other, of which we now 
f[ieak. The number of Knights is not limited, though , 
it feldom- exceeds fevcnty or eighty, of which there 
are generally a good many of the French and, Italian 
nobility : but all muft prove their noble defcent from 
the twelfth century. They wear ufually a Golden 
Flee« Proper^ pendent to a broad plain red ribbon 
round their necks ; but on days of ceremony they wear 
the collar of the Order, wliich is compoled of double 
ftecls, interwoven with flint ftones, emitting fparks of 
fire ; the whole enamelled in their proper ccdours, ac 
the end whereof hangs on the breaft a Golden Fleece, 
See plate 68. The fufils are joined two and two to- 
gether, as if they were double BB's, the cyphers oi 
Burgundy, and the Hint ftones the ancient arms of the 
Sovereigns of Burgundy of the firft race; with their 
motto, Jnte/irit qua_mjlamma micet. The motto of the 
Order is Pratium non vile laborum. There are four 
great Officers, viz. the Chancellor, the Treafurer, the 
Rrgifter, and a King at Arms, called Toifon d'or.

THIS Order was inftituted by Charles the TMrd 
^ng of Spain, the 19th of September, 1771, in com- 
memoration of the birth of the Infant. The badge of 
the Order is a ftar of eight points, enamelled white and 
edged with gold, over the two upper points the regal 
crown of Spain chafed in gold ; and on the centre of 
the crofs the image of the Virgin Mary enamelled in jiro- 
per colours, veAments white and blue. See plate 69. On 
the reverfe the letters' CC with the number III. in the 
centre, and this motto, Virtuti et Mcrilo. The Order be- 
ing compofed of four claifes; the fitR clafs, the Knights

G ARCIAS, fon and fuccdibr of Sanchez the Great, 
inftituted thU Order about the middle of the Eleventh 
century. Like all the other Orders inftituted in Europe, 
in this age of ignorance, credulity, and fuperfiitioD, ic 
owed its origin to the blmd devotion of the founder. A 
Diftemper from which he believed himfelf delivered by 
the miraculous tffc£ts of an image of the Virgin Marjr 
ifTuiag out of a Lily, attached him to her in a particu. 
lar manner; and this atuchment induced him to inftitute 
this Order, which conlifted of eight and thirty Enightf 
of the mofi illuflrious and antient families of Navarre, 
Bifcay, and Old Caflile. The badge of the Order was

The enfign of it 
was, according to Jofeph Michili, a crofs compofed of 
fcales of filhes, from whence it has its name (Scama Jn 
Spanifli Signifying the fcale of a Blli). During the 
ragn of the founder this Order performed good fervices 
againft the Moors ; but on his death loll greatly of its 
fplendor, and at length was entirely laid aflde, and 
the poifelfioQS of the Order were fccularlzed and annexed 
to the crown.

Several 
of the nobility and chiefs of that city entered iate the 
Order on its ftrft inftitution, but it foon fell into difre- 
pute. The Knights being obliged to fay daily a Rofary 
to the Virgin Mary, was the occafion of the appellation 
given to it.

ALCANTARA. 



THIS celebntnl military Order derives its origin 
from the Qrder of St. Julian, or of the Fear-tree, which 
was inftituted in the luhgdom of Leon, about the 
beginning of the twelfth century : from that time undl 
the city of Alcantara was taken from the Moors, it 
continued to be known by the name of the Order of 
St. Julian ; but Alphonfit the ninth king of Leon, after 
taking the city, made Martin Fernandez de ^intana,

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Grand Mafter of Calatrava, Governor of ic ; arid iii a f«W 
years afterwards the Order of Calatrava gave the city 
and caftle over to the Order of St. Julian, thcti under 
the Grand Jtf^er I^uipo Fern^dezi o^j condition that 
the fame fhould be held and remain under the fubjec- 
tion of the Grand Mailer of Calatrava, and his fuccef- 
fors. Alcantara being^ thys made the chief feat of the 
Order of St. Julian, the Knights laid afide the old de- 
Vice of a Pear tree, by which they were diftinguiflied^ 
as well as the appellation by which they were known; 
and the)';*ffumod .the il^ut of Knigptits of the Otder of 
Alcantara. They remained fubjeft to ' the Order of 
Calatrava until the year 141 1, when their Grand Maf- 
ter Don Sanchez De Terreiro, being authorized by 
Pope Lucius the Second, tWew off all obedience to the 
fnpcrior Orderj and became independent. After this, 
it continued in high eftimation under a Grand Matter, 
clefted by the Knights, and acquired vaft poffeffionsj 
until th» yeif 14^5, ^*hen 'B« yuan V'B^umgat who 
was Grand Matter of it, being made a Cardinal and an 
Archbifhop, refigned his office, which Pope Alexander 
the Sixch conferred on King Ferdinand of Arragort, and 
Vrs QiKHnifafacllaofCaAile, aad aoarkid it iOsHitni' 
idy fo .tin fo&Siat\ cf the Spatpfli Gnhni fcr cret.

CALATRAVA. 



SANCHIO, the third Kng of Toledo, firft infti- 
tuted this Order in the year 1 158 ; aod it was confirmed 
by Pope Alexander the Third in 1 1 64. It took its 
name from the Caflle of Calatrava, which became the 
chief feat of the Order, and the occafion of its infti- 
tution. It was a frontier fort both of Toledo and 
CaflUe, and was taken by the Moors in 714. j who, 
after four hundred years pofleflion of it, were driven 
from thence by Don Alphonfo, who put it into the 
hands of the Knights Templars, in order to garrifon 
and defend it, and the neighbouring country, againft 
the incurfions of the Moors ; but unable to anfwer the

King's purpofes, they withdrew their garrifoti^ snd re- 
turned him the Caftle ; upon which it was alBgned over 
to Don Raymond De Fatiga, a celebrated Knight of 
that age, and to the Abbot of St. Mary de Fitero, 
who fortified it, and held out ag^nft the enemy. Here 
began the Order of Calatrava, which flourilhed feveral 
centuries, and became very powerful. Their number, 
firength, influence, and poflelSons, were fo confider- 
abk as to render them objects of the jealoufy of the 
Crown, to which at length their revenues and the oiEce 
of Grand Mafter was inalienably annexed' by Pope In- 
nocent the Eighth. The badge of this Order is a crofs 
flcury.

ALPHONSO XI. King of Spain, mftituted this 
Order in 1 330, ac Burgos the capital of Old Caftile. 
The King, having many enemies, erected this Order for 
his better fecurity, makiiig iiimfelf Maftep, which he 
did a little before his coronation. The Knights were 
invefted with a red ribbon of tliree inches broad, which 
went acrp(s their left Ihoulders, like our Knights of 
the Bath, being the badge frdm whence thefe Knights 
took their name. They were not reftralned under any 
monafticaljule, as many of the other Orders.' None 
but younger brothers, and gentiemen of fmall fortunes, 
were admitted into this Order. They muft prove before

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admittaace either their attendance tt Court for tea. 
years, or have fought three times at leaft agabft the 
Moors. Tho Order confifted of twenty Knights. 

Statutes of thcOrder •. 

1. THAT the Knight of the Band ftood obliged, 
to' fpeak to the King, for the defence of bts country, 
and good of the common-weaUh. 

3. That he muft fpeak to the King nothing but pare 
truth, without lieing or flattery, and muft reveal what- 
foever he hath heard fpoken, either againft his perlbn, 
or the State.

THIS Order^ which is othenvife called the Order of 
Saint Jage de Con^Jlellay was the richeft and the moft 
powerful of all the Orders of Spain ; but the date of 
its inftitution canilot be afcertained^ fome attributing 
it to R^mira king of Leon, in the year 837, others to 
Ferdinand the Firft, King of Caftile i focne to Alphonfo 
the IXth, and a founh clafs to Ferdinand the lid, King 
of Leon. Among fuch contending authonties it is now 
impoffible to determine any thing relative to the truth 
of the difputed fa&. However this may be, they 
■ acquired vaft riches and great influence ; they polTeflfed 
feveral colleges, hofpitals, villages, monafieries, caftles 
O 4 apd 
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and fortified towns, iti various parts both of Spain nA 
Portugal. They were divided into two branches, the 
one of whicKrefided'aC St. Mark's, tS the KrQgdomof 
Lec^n, and the other had its chief fear at UcIm in 
- Ca^ile, each was under the direction of a Grand Mafler; 
but the office of both was given by Pope Alexander 
the Sixth, to the Kings of Spain and Portugal, ^boad 
as Grand Mailers in their refpe&lve dominions, The 
badge of this Order is a crofs of gold enamelled 
crtmfon, edged. with g<dd and vtom round the ned 
pendent to abroad ribbon, it is charged on thctentre 
with an cfcallop fliell white.

THE ceremoDy in creating thefe Knights is much 
the fame as the Knights Batchelors, being dubbed with 
a fword, and their title a mark of honour only ; they 
have no revenue, nor are they under any obligation by 
vow, as other Orders arc. 

This honour is conferred by the Duke of Venice, 
and by the Senate, upon perfons of eminent quality, 
and on fuch as have merited well of the commonwealth. 

Abfent perfons are inveAed by letters patent, and, 
40 .^ggjC^ndixx their honour and title, ftyle themfelves 
Knights' of St. Mark, 
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In the year 8x8 the body of St. Mark was removed 
from Alexandria in Kgypt (where it was buried) to the 
city of Veiric«k -^his Saint H>h be«Q tak^tv-for their 
titular Saint and rjuardian. ' His pifturc wis anciently 
paioted upon their enfigns and banners. 

The collar of the Order is a gold chain, to which 
is pendent a medal of gold; 'on'^tie fide is the emblem 
of St. Mark, viz. a winged lion fejant, with wings 
elevated, holding in his finifler paw a drawn fword 
creft, and in his right an ogen bool^ with this motto.

OF JUSTS AND TUB.NAMENTS,_ . 

Henry I, fujnamed the Birder, Duke of Saxony ard 
Emperor, decreed, to bring iiito.cuflom running at 
thetilt, by fojcmn ordinances, (at thac time, according 
to Favin, unknov^n to the Germans, but ufual with the 
Nobility .of Engbnd and France), invited by proclama* 
tion on a certain day thofe Princes, Earls, and Nobles, 
of any country, whq we(e efteemed by their valour, in 
an honourable ^Ifembty, to rn^ke trial with others. 
And f<v obtftii^ing a knoiwledge in the law| and cere- 
monies of thefc noble exercifes, he had fuch articles 
as were neccffary for the fame, according to thofe 
praAifed io England, and France, to be inftituted, viz. 

1. That once in three years,, to celebrate Jufls and 
Turnaments fpr exercifc, and to know the nobility 
Vefopting V\ t\\t fame, all Princes, Lord$ and Gcntle- 
pietu bekig well arnied, Ihoukl be .tdmitced. And 
thofe to be exclutied as were detefted of blafpheming 
God, the Trinity, pr the Chriftian Religion. If any 
fuch pcrfon or peffqns (lianding upon bis or their No- 
bility) d-urft be fo bold as to prefent themfelves in ihfe 
aflembly: we ordain, that he or they fhall be difiiiouniedi 
and deprived of their horfesand lances, and asa^iiark 
pf Bifamy .ride uiion the raiia cxjwfcd to the wh6te ■ 
ttfembly.
